WASHINGTON 
(AP) - An 
equally divided Supreme Court 
today handed environmentalists 
a m ajor victory by enforcing a 
national policy that bars signifi­ 
cant deterioration of clean air. 
The 4-4 vote, while not. decid­ 
ing the issue on the m erits, has 
the effect of affirming a deci­ 
sion on the issue handed down 
by the U.S. Circuit Court here 
last year. 
The circuit court ruled that 
federal law prohibits any sub­ 
stantial new air pollution in re­ 
gions where the 
air is 
still 
pure. 
In other actions today, the 
court: 
—Held that the United States 
cannot be held accountable for 
the 
day-to-day 
operation 
of 


more than 800 state and local 
jails used to house federal pris­ 
oners. 
—Overturned 
a lower court 
decision and ordered a rehear­ 
ing to decide whether the State 
of Wisconsin can deny liquor li­ 
censes to bars which feature 
nude dancing. 
—Sumarilv ordered an Ala­ 
bam a firm to pay $63.90 to an 
employe who lost money while 
serving on a jury. 
The pollution dispute began 
when environmentalists set out 
to protect those areas with air 
that was cleaner than that re ­ 
quired by federal standards. 
The 
Environmental 
Protec­ 
tion Agency has established air 
quality standards setting limits 
on the permissible levels of pol­ 
lutants 
under 
the Clean 
Air 
Amendments of 1970.

high court issued a stay that 
froze the situation while it was 
under 
consideration. 
Today’s 
action gives effect to the ap­ 
peals court decision. 
The issue was brought to the 
high court by the federal gov­ 
ernm ent w-hich argued that air 
quality need not be m aintained 
at a level above that required 
by federal standards. The gov­ 
ernm ent’s unsuccessful appeal 
saw the issue largely in term s 
of economics. “The cost, ulti­ 
mately to the public, of reduc­ 
ing pollution in polluted areas 
to meet the prim ary and secon­ 
dary standard? will be substan­ 
tially increased if no encroach­ 
ment can be made on clean air 
areas,” 
the 
government 
a r­ 
gued. 
The 
environmentalist* 
in 
their petitions to the court, saw 
little to recommend a policy of 
exporting pollution. The federal 
government, they argued, "has 
provided 
no 
evidence 
that 
spreading pollution across the 
country is the only solution for 
pollution in urban areas.” 
They contended that if the air 
surrounding 
urban 
area? 
is 
allowed to deteriorate, then the 
cities will find it virtually im 
possible to reduce their own 
pollution levels to meet federal 
standards.

him do it,” jockey Ron Tur- 
cotte said. “It’s just a shame 
for those who didn’t.” 
A lot of those who did see it 
didnt' believe it. Turcotte was 
one. 
“I knew we were rolling, but

The guides and narrators are 
Mrs., Chen,, who was born in. 
Peking and left there in 1949, 
and her two children, Stephen 
and Helen, both in their early 
20s and born and raised in 
Cambridge, Mass. 
They visited and filmed areas 
of mainland China during a 
two-month trip there last fall. 
They had a government escort 
“only when I asked for it,” ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Chen, who now 
lives in Cambridge. 
For her, the trip was both a 
homecoming and a family reun­ 
ion; for her children, it was a 
constantly surprising tour of a

known

through faded photographs and 
the talk of elders.. 
The showr, produced by sta­ 
tion WGBH in Boston, avoids 
the pit fa Ik of the dreaded fami­ 
ly travelogue. The Chens de­ 
scribe what they’ve seen and

Chen — a successful 
restaurant 
owner, 
importer, 
cookbook 
author 
and former 
host of

show' — proved throughout the 
program to be a 8°°d bridge 
between old and new China, old 
and. new-’ generations. 
And her son, the principal 
photographer, proved to have
